tion of material wealth. In this re- 
epcct, however, it has surpassed the 
wildest drcaina of Aladdin nnd eclipsed 
tlie wonders of, liiu magic lamp. 
lint 


material wealtli is not always the great- 
cat goo<t—certainly it is not tho only 
good. Under somo circumstances it may 
ho a curafl. The wild dissipation and 
debauchery during tho latter days of 
Rome wcrp made 'possible by tho con- 
centration 
of great 'wealth in few 


hands, while tho Icelander is frugal, in- 
dustrious and virtuous in his poverty. 
Great material wealth may bo a bless- 
ing or n cnrao according to its distribu- 
tion, yet this is seldom referred to by 
onr writers or speakers. 
Tho tremen- 


dous increase in our national wealth is 
glowingly portrayed by tho grandilo- 
quent stylo cf oratory, but nover a 
word about distribution.' Tho fact that 
1 per cent of onr population own 00 per 
cent of the wealth of tho United States 
does not seem'fo disturb'or concern 
these shallow orators. Every $100 earned 
in this conntry is distributed among 
800 people as follows: One man gets 
?70, tho remaining $80 being divided 
among the remaining 299 persons—a 
fraction over 10 centa each if equally 
divided. This startling fact seems to bo 
entirely lost fight of by the editorial 
writers on onr great dailies. 


Tho extension of popular education 


has been ono of- the most distinguished 
achievements of tho nineteenth century, 
particularly in this country. Regarding 
this I wish to say a few words. Tho 
three r's, 
"readin, ritin and rith- 


metic," were formerly considered the 
essentials of an education, and they 
wero considered quite snflicicnt for the 
avepge man. Butwe now very plainly 
see that what were considered essentials 
aro not an education, bnt the means by 
which an education may bo acquired. 
Ono who can read, bnt does not read, is 
scarcely bcttar'ofl than one who cannot 
read. Our edncators have been very en- 
terprising and progressive (as they linvo 
thonght} nnd have led their pupils— 
children of the masses, in onr public 
schools—into fields of stndy heretofore 
entered only' by specialists. Geology, 
botany, zoology, psychology, mythology, 
etc., aro a few of the many burdens 
prematurely loaded on our innocent and 
misguided yonth, while the actual world 
of industry going on aronnd tisconstant- 
ly is nutouched. The stndy of nature is 
always interesting and ennobling, nnd I 
wonH not decry it in tho least; but the 
question of relative importance is what 
I wish to call attention to. To make my 
meaning clear, snpposo wo take two 
classes. We will designate them as A 
and B. 


Class A Iwgins tho study of geology
